RUMORS OF WHAT CHAIRMAN MORRISON AND A. G.
HEWITT PROPOSE—ME, RANDALL'S ATTITUDE OF
OFPOSITION,

WAsHINGTON, Jan, 27.~Aceording to the Repub-
Jican mewbers of the Ways and Means Committes
tie subject of tariff legislation has not been
broached in any meeting of the committee since it
was organized, nor have they received any intima-
tion from Chairman Morrison or other Democratic
members of the eommittee as to what are the pur-
poses of the majority. They have heard several
rimors, but nothing definite.

One rumor is that Colonel Morrison has con-
cluded to present a bill providing for a * hori-
gontal? reduction of dutics on articles
included in a number of schedules of the Tariff Law
snd for the transfer to the free list of several im-
portant articles upon which duties arenow imposed.
The Republicans understand that the chairman will
aim at an average reduction of about 20 per cent,
taking the entire dutiable list into considerntion.
As they do not expect he will propose s reduction
ot wines and liquors, tobaceo, silk and sitk gogds
and some other schedules, they believe that on some
of them-—say cotton goods, metals and woollen
goods—the rednction proposed will exceed 20 per
cent. Among the articles which they beheve he
will ask to have placed on the free list are salt,
lnmber, and iron ore,

WHAT MR, HEWITT 18 SAID TO BE DOING,

Another rumor is that Abram L, Hewitt isengaged
in the preparation of an itemized bill, based on the
idews set forth in his recent letter on the subject.
Mr. Hewitt says that he is investigating the matter,
Lt is not ready to state what hie will propose todo,
That the majority of the committes will propose
pome kind of a bill, and report it to the
House, there is no reason to doubt, The free-trade
Democrats are so sare it will be done and that the
measure will be satisfactory to them, that they are
willing to wait patiently for the expected move-
ments of Chairman Morrison and his colleagues,
whom they believe to be quite ns earnest and seri-
ous as they themselves are. Meantime Chair-
man Randall, of the Appropriations Comnittee,
seems patient and complucent, as woll as deliherate
in his movements, Ho was asked yosterday when
the House might expect some of the appropriustion
hilla.

THE SENATE AND ITS WORK.

A POLITICAL DEBATE OVER THE SHERMAN RESO-
LUT1088 LOOKED FOR.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 27.—The Sheiman resolutions
eome up for consideration in the Senate’to-morrow,
and a speech npon them by Senator Mubone is
expected, Under the new rules the considerstion
of these resolutions shonld cease for the dayat 2
o'olock, but s majurity of the Senate may secure ita
continuance longer, or indeed until they are finally
disposed of. There is a general heliof that they
will give rise to a series of political discussions, and
that the placid temper which has characterized the
daily sessions of the Senate thus far will now give
place to the political excitement which is the
cnstomary foature of the annual session immedi-
ately precoding a Presidentinl election. Shonld the
resolntions not be disposed of for several days it is
not probable that current work will be entirely
neglectod.

At 2 o’clock to-morrow the Dill introduced by
Senstor Edmunds, and reportad by Senator Bayard
from the Committes on Private Lund Claims, ¥ to
provide for ascertaining and settling private land
claims in certain States and Territories,” will come
before the Senate as a special order, if not displaced
by & majority voto or unanimons consent.

CLEVELAND, Jan, 27.—A great surprise was
experienced In busiuess elroles last night by the an-
t of the fal of the largs and woll-known
Clevoland Paper Company. The v {8 one of the
oldest and most widely-known corporationsof ths kindin
tho United States. The Cleveland Paper Company was
orguulzed in 1860, and wos the lurgest paper con-
etrn In the West, controllng ® number of
mwills, and employing a large number of work-
men. The trade extended over Western New-York,
Weatern Pennsylvanta, Ohlo, Indians and Michigan. They
alsa hind a largs trado In the South. The products of thelr
milla were chiefly book paper, paper baga and pulp. They
have three paper mills and one pulp null in Clevelund,
and smill at Monroe Falls; and give employment to
ahouit 500 people.  The failure, as statod by an ofleer of
tha eompany, was helpad along by the deoline In the price
of products, while in many instances the price of the raw
material kept up ana Inereased. The company lind also
been Intorested, however, in the Chibgrin paper mill, and
in a Cleveland woollen mill, both of which tailed recently.
The president of the Clov land company was also inter.
eated fu dlls in Chleago and S8outh Bend, and had been
obliged to make an asshenment for $170,000 on Friday.
The Cleveland company owna several hnsiness blocka
fn that eity. The dulness of eolleotions for Lhe
last thres months alvo helpod preatpiiate the erisis.

The principal ersditors are in Holyvke, Masa., and in
New-York, priscipally manufscturers and dealers in the
products which enter Into the manufuetirs of paper, and
In the Bue ealondered paper not manufaetored in the
West.

MUCH DAMAGE IN LONDON AND PARIS.

A PANIC IN THE WESTMINSTER AQUARIUM—TELE-
GRAPH WIRES DOWN,

all last night, Much damage was dons 1 London,
and many persons were injured. The glass roof of
the Westmivster Aqnarinm was demolished, cans-
ing a panie among the andience, in which several
persons were hurt.

BUYING VILLARD STOCKS.

A BYNDICATE'S LARGE PURCHASE.

AID FOR THE OREGON AND TRANSCONTINENTAL-
THE BTOCKS T0 BE WITHDRAWN FROM THN
MARKET.

It was reported yesterday that a syndi-
cata of promineut capitalists of New-York and Phil-
adelphia bad purchased on Saturday a large block
of the stocks of the Northern Pacific Railroad
system from the Oregon aud Transcontinental
Company, which controls them, The sale includes
30,000 shares each of the Northern Pacific common
and preferred stock, and 10.000 or 12,500 shares of
Oregon Nailway and Navigation stock. The prices
at which the stocks have been taken have not been
made publio, but those which are mentioned
most frequently are 83 for Northern Paciflo
preferred and 15 for the common, and
75 for Oregon Railway and Navigation,
It is known that these fignres have been considered
in the negotintions leading to the sal , but one of
the members of tho syndicate said yesterday that
the prices finally agreed on were considerably
higher,

The oxact terms of the sale were not ascertained
yosterday, The mombors of the syndieate declined
to state them and were relnetant to admit that the
transaction had been finished, Some of the officers
of the Northern Pacific Company said that the sale
had been made, but that they did not know
the precise terms of the agreement. It was
acknowledged by all that the stocks had been
bonght for investment by the syndicate and
therofore would be withdrawn from the market.
It was also said that; the sato supplied the Oregon
and Transcontinental Company with all the money
which it needed to surmount the prosent diffienlties
and go on with its business, By the sale ample
provision for the payment of the company’s
liabilities for the next year was made, and
the recent rumors of a  receivership
which have been cirenlated industrionsly sinee the
retirement of Henry Yillard from the mapagemens
will be silenced by it,

WHO ARE IN THE SYNDICATE.

The members of the syndicate, so far as theie
